KARNATAKA ACT NO. 32 OF 2014 

(First Published in the Karnataka Gazette Extra-ordinary on the Sixth day of September, 2014) 

THE KARNATAKA TANK CONSERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT, 2014 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Second day of September, 2014) 

An Act to provide for establishment of a Tank Conservation and Development Authority and other matters 
connected therewith or incidental thereto; 

Whereas, the Apex Court has already ruled that right to water is a part of right to life guaranteed by Article 21 of 
the Constitution of India. 

Whereas, due to rapid urbanization, industrialization and population explosion, water bodies like tanks and 
ponds are being converted into urban and industrial land use after breaking bund and draining water; 

Whereas, in the State there are large number of tanks which are main source of the agriculture, drinking water 
and rural Industries. These tanks are managed, protected, conserved and rejuvenated by various Government 
Departments like Minor Irrigation, Rural Development and Panchayat Raj, Forest Department etc., 

Whereas, such destruction of water bodies leads to acute shortage of water and rapid depletion of ground water 
and thereby affecting availability of water for irrigation, drinking and consumption by live stock, besides affecting aquatic 
flora and fauna and accordingly there is an urgent need for protection, conservation and rejuvenation of water bodies by a 
Single Authority. 

And now therefore, it is expedient to provide for establishment of a Tank Conservation and Development 
Authority having necessary powers and functions to achieve the object of protection, conservation and rejuvenation of 
water bodies, and for other matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty fifth year of the Republic of India as follows 


CHAPTER - I 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title, commencement and application. - (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Tank Conservation 
and Development Authority Act, 2014. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may, by notification, appoint and different dates may 
be appointed for different provisions of the Act. 

(3) It applies to all the Tanks, ponds, lakes in the Karnataka State located outside the limits of all Municipal 
Corporations and Bangalore Development Authority or any other water bodies as may be notified by the Government. 

2. Definitions. - (1) In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Authorized officer” means any officer appointed by the Government under section 11; 

(b) “Authority” means the Karnataka Tank Conservation and Development Authority constituted under section 3; 

(c) “Chief Executive Officer” means the Chief Executive Officer of the Authority appointed under section 8; 

(d) “Designated Officer” means any officer who may belongs to any of the departments of Minor Irrigation or Rural 
Development and Panchayat Raj or Forest Department and appointed or designated as such by the Authority under 
section 10; 

(e) “Government” means the Government of Karnataka; 

(f) “Industry” includes any operation or process or treatment and disposal system, which consumes, water or any 
other liquid or gives rise to sewage effluents or trade effluents, but does not include any hydro power unit; 

(g) “Tank” or “Ponds” or “Lake” means an inland water-body irrespective of whether it contains water or not, but 
mentioned in revenue records as sarkari kere, kharab kere, kunte, katte or by any other name and includes the peripheral 
catchment areas (Rajakaluve) main feeder inlet and other inlets, bunds, weirs, sluices, draft channels, outlets and the 
main channels of drainages to and fro; but does not include,- Medium Irrigation tanks which has command area more 
than 2000 Hectors and above. 

(h) “Landscape” includes all forms of trees, shrubs, grasses whether naturally growing or planted in water bodies 
to enhance aesthetic value; 
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(1) “Surface water” includes water occurring on the land of tanks as defined above; 

(2) Words and expressions used in this Act, but not defined herein, shall have the meanings assigned to them in 
the Karnataka Land Revenue Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act 12 of 1964) and Karnataka Irrigation Act, 1964. 

CHAPTER - II 

KARNATAKA TANK CONSERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 

3. Constitution of the Authority.- (1) As soon as may be after the date of commencement of this Act, the 
Government shall constitute an Authority to be called the Karnataka Tank Conservation and Development Authority. 

(2) The Authority shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid having perpetual succession and a common 
seal, with power, subject to the provisions of this Act to hold property and shall by the said name sue or be sued. 

(3) The Karnataka Tank Conservation and Development Authority shall consist of the following members, 

namely: - 


(a) 

The Minister for Minor Irrigation shall be the Chairperson of the Authority

(4) Subject to the pleasure of the Government, term of office of non-official members shall be as prescribed by the 
Government, they shall not be eligible for re-appointment. 

(5) The non-official members shall be entitled to receive such allowances as may be prescribed. 

(6) The district executive Authority shall implement the decision of the state Authority from time to time. The

4. Meetings of the Authority.- (1) The Authority shall meet at least once in three months. 

(2) The Chairperson shall preside over the meeting of the Authority or if for any reason, he is unable to attend any 
meeting, any other member chosen by the members present at the meeting shall preside. 

(3) Quorum for a meeting of the Authority shall be one third of the total number of members. 

(4) Save as otherwise expressly provided by or under this Act, the procedure for conduct of business at the 
meeting of the Authority shall be such as may be specified in the rules. 

5. Functions of the Authority.- Subject to the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder, the 
functions of the Authority shall be:- 

(1) to exercise regulatory control over all the tanks within its jurisdictions including prevention and removal of 
encroachment of tank; 

(2) to protect, conserve, reclaim, regenerate and restore tanks, ponds, lakes to facilitate recharge of depleting 
ground water by promoting integrated approach with the assistance of concerned Government departments, local and 
other authorities; 

(3) to take up environmental impact assessment studies for any or all tanks; 

(4) to take up environmental planning and mapping of tanks and their surrounding areas with the help of 
geographical information system and prepare database and atlas of tanks and their catchments; 

(5) to prepare a plan for integrated development of tanks and monitor the expenditure and development of tanks; 

(6) to desilt the tank and to encourage the Water resource efficiency and agricultural productivity through 
integrated approach to land and water management for a balanced economic growth and sustainability in agriculture. 

(7) to encourage to integrate various farm enterprises to utilize full potential of the farmer and their natural 
resource base to maximize their income, employment and economic sustainability 

(8) to encourage Fisheries and allied activity for generation of additional income. 

(9) to improve and also create habitat (wet lands) for aquatic biodiversity, water birds and aquatic plants by 
reducing sullage and non-point sewage impacts; 

(10) to facilitate for impounding storm water drainage system, reduce of remove siltation of tanks by taking up 
appropriate soil and water conservation measures including afforestation and to augment recharge of ground water 
aquifers and revive borewells; 

(11) to improve and monitor water quality, conserve tank ecology on need basis and to protect them against 
domestic and industrial pollution; 

(12) to utilize or allow to utilize the tanks for the purpose of drinking water, irrigation, education or tourism or 
any other purpose as the Authority may determine; 

(13) to encourage participation of communities and voluntary agencies in development of tank and to launch 
public awareness programmes for tank conservation, preservation and protection; 

(14) to advise on any matter that may be referred to it by the Government or any institution. 

(15) to promote integrated and coordinated applied research on all the relevant issues pertaining to tanks; 

(16) to do such other acts as the Authority may consider necessary, conducive or incidental, directly or indirectly, 
to achieve the object of this Act. 

(17) to create a strong data base of all tanks in the state and record all the developmental activities taken up to 
the tanks periodically 

6. Powers of the Authority.- Subject to the provisions of this Act and the rules made thereunder, powers of the 
Authority shall be,- 

(1) to cause entry upon or authorize any officer to enter upon any land, to survey, demarcate and make a map of 


tanks; 
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(2) to receive grants, donations, contributions, deposits and rents, and to levy fees or charges for development 
and maintenance of tanks at such rates approved by the Government; 

(3) to grant approval to any project proposal made by any Government Department or organization or association 
or person interested in developing, maintaining, conserving or protecting a tank and also to take up such activities on its 
own which shall be approved by the Government; 

(4) to invite experts as and when required to its meetings; 

(5) to constitute sub-committees as may deemed necessary for the purpose of research, implementation, studies, 
approval of projects, conservation, preservation and any other purpose relating to tank; and 

(6) to take up survey of tank boundary, detect encroachment, if any, and to remove encroachments and erect 
boundary pillars and to fence them to prevent encroachment of the tank. 

(7) to direct the designated officer or any other officer of any department including water users society or 
association to implement the development plans of tanks and to perform other functions specified in this Act. 

7. Powers of Chair person.- The Chair person shall be the head of the Authority and shall;- 

(a) convene, preside at and conduct meetings of the Authority; 

(b) discharge all duties conferred and exercise all powers conferred on him by or under 

this Act. 

8. The Chief Executive Officer.- (1) The Principal Secretary or Secretary to the Government in charge of Minor 
Irrigation shall be the Ex-officio Chief Executive Officer of the Authority. 

(2) Subject to the general powers of the Authority and the Chair person, overall powers to carrying out, the 
provisions of this Act or to carryout the duties imposed or powers conferred upon the Authority under any other law for 
the time being in force shall vest in the Chief Executive Officer and who shall also;- 

(a) perform all the duties and exercise all the powers imposed or conferred upon him by or under this Act or 
under any other law for the time being in force; 

(b) carry into effect the resolutions of the Authority; 

(c) conduct all affairs of the Authority; 

(d) supervise and control execution of all schemes and works of the Authority or entrusted by the Government or 
any other Authority; 

(e) draw and disburse monies out of the fund of the Authority; 

(f) exercise control over the officers and officials of the Authority; 

(g) authenticate by his signature all permissions, orders, decisions, notices and other documents of the 
Authority; 

(h) exercise such other powers and discharge such other functions and perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed. 

9. Officers and other employees of the Authority.- (1) The Government shall provide the Authority with such 
officers and employees as may be necessary for the efficient discharge of the functions of the Authority. 

(2) the method of recruitment, the salaries and allowances payable to and other terms and conditions of service of 
the officers and other employees appointed for the purpose of the Authority shall be such, as may be prescribed. 

10. Designated officer.- (1) The Authority may designate or appoint any officer of the Government as designated 
officer to be in charge of one or more tanks, ponds, lakes of district wise to ensure their protection, conservation, 
development and for any other purpose. 

(2) the designated officers shall exercise powers under the Act and such other powers as the Authority may by a 
special or general order confer upon them. 

(3) The designated officer shall also be competent to receive complaints from any person regarding the 
contraventions of the provisions of this Act. 

11. Authorized Officer.- The Government may appoint an officer of the Government not below the rank of a 
Group ‘A’ officer or any Executive Engineer of the concerned district of Irrigation Department of the State Civil Services as 
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Authorised officer, who shall exercise powers under this Act and such other powers as may be specified by the 
Government from time to time. 

CHAPTER - III 
PROTECTION OF TANKS 

12. Acts prohibited in tanks.- Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in any law for the time being 
in force, no person or institution or organization (registered or unregistered) or company or firm or association, 
Government departments, corporation or any local or other authority and their agents or employees or any body on their 
behalf shall,- 

(1) use the tank for any purpose other than storage or impounding of water or for the purpose mentioned in 
clause (9) of section 5; 

(2) construct any structure on tank land, occupy any tank land or part there of or cause any obstruction at the 
natural or normal course of inflow or outflow of water into, or from, the tanks on the upstream and or 
downstream without permission of the Government; 

(3) make any irregular and unauthorized construction, any commercial, recreational or industrial complexes or 
houses or carry on any industrial activity within thirty meters from the outer boundary of the tank; 

(4) dump debris, municipal solid wastes, mud or earth soil or liquid wastes or any pollutants, into the tank by 
using vehicle or otherwise; 

(5) discharge untreated sewage into the tank directly or indirectly; 

(6) construct roads, bridges and likewise other structures within the tank area including the tank bund without 
permission of the Government; 

(7) breach bund, waste weir including lowering raising the height of the waste weir from its original height or 
remove fence, boundary stones or any hoarding or any sign board erected by the authority; and 

(8) do any other act which is detrimental directly or indirectly to the tanks. 

Provided that nothing in this Act shall prohibit withdrawal of water for drinking or irrigation or any other 
purpose, for human consumption from any tank be specified by the Authority from time to time. 

Provided further that nothing in this Act shall prohibit stocking of fish seeds and development of fisheries (except 
the fish which are dangerous or harmful to the aquatic eco-system of the tank) by the Government and its licensee, 
lessees or contractor in any tank specified by the Authority from time to time. 

13. Protection of tanks.- (1) The Authority may direct any Officer of the Government or any local or other 
authority who is the custodian, or in control, of any tank to permanently demarcate its boundaries and to take such other 
measures as may be necessary. 

(2) The Authority may issue general or specific directions to any officer of the Government department or any 
local or other Authority who is the custodian or in control of any tank to take such measures as are necessary and 
expedient to remove encroachment or unauthorized occupation of such tank and prevent its recurrence. 

(3) the Authority may by order specify any tank as a heritage site or bio-conservation site or protected site, or 
reserve it for any special purpose in view of its historical, ecological or environmental importance and prevent from being 
put to any other alternate use and may specify its utilization, if any. 

14. Powers to Seize.- (1) When there is reason to believe that an offence punishable under section 12 has been 
committed, any instrument, implement, machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any other material or object used in 
committing any such offence, may be seized by the Designated officer or any other officer empowered by the Authority in 
this behalf (hereinafter referred to as empowered officer) 

(2) The Designated officer or empowered officer seizing any property, vehicle, material or object under sub-section 
(1) shall place on them a mark indicating that the same has been so seized and shall as soon as may be, make a report of 
such seizure to the Magistrate having jurisdiction to try the offence on account of which the seizure is made. The 
procedure for seizures shall be as specified in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973. 

Provided that where the seized property, vehicle, material or object is believed to belong to the Central or the 
Government or a local or other authority or if the offender is unknown, the Designated officer or empowered officer shall 
report to the Authorised officer. 

15. Power to release property seized under section 14.- Where the seized property is such that it cannot 
be conveniently be produced before the Magistrate or the Authorized Officer as the case may be, it may be released by the 
Authorised officer to the owner thereof on his executing a Bank guarantee and a bond undertaking to produce the property 
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so released, if and when so required, before the Magistrate having jurisdiction to try the offence on account of which the 
seizure has been made or before the Authorised officer. 

16. Confiscation by the Authorized officer.- (1) The designated officer or empowered officer seizing the 
property under section 14 shall, without any unreasonable delay produce the property, before the Authorized Officer; 

(2) When any seized property is produced before the Authorised Officer and he is satisfied that an offence 
prohibited under section 12 has been committed using such property, the Authorised Officer may whether or not a 
prosecution is instituted for the commission of such offence, order confiscation of the property so seized. 

(3) Where the authorised Officer, passing an order of confiscation under sub-section (2), is of the opinion that it is 
expedient in the public interest so to do, he may order confiscated property or any part thereof to be sold in public 
auction; 

(4) where any confiscated property is sold, as aforesaid, the proceeds thereof, after deduction of expenses of any 
such auction or other incidental expenses relating thereto, shall, where the order of confiscation made under sub-section 
(2), is set aside or annulled by an order under Section 17 or 18 be paid to the owner thereof or to the person from whom it 
was seized, as may by specified in such order. 

17. Issue of show cause notice before confiscation.- (1) No order confiscating any instrument, implement, 
machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any other property shall be made under section 14 except after giving notice in 
writing to the person from whom it is seized and considering his objection, if any: 

Provided that no order confiscating a motor vehicle shall be made except after giving a notice in writing to the 
registered owner thereof, if in the opinion of the Authorised Officer, it is practicable to do so, and considering his 
objections, if any. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (1), no order confiscating any instrument, implement, 
machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any other property shall be made if the owner of the instrument, implement, 
machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any other property proves to the satisfaction of the Authorized Officer that it was 
used without the knowledge or connivance of the owner himself, his agent, if any, and the person in charge of the 
instrument, implement, machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any other property and that each of them has taken all 
reasonable and necessary precautions against such use. 

18. Revision.- the Chief Executive Officer may before the expiry of thirty days from the date of the order of the 
Authorised Officer under section 16, suo motu call for and examine the records of that order and may make such inquiry 
or cause such inquiry to be made and may pass orders as he deems fit. 

19. Appeal.- (1) Any person aggrieved by an order passed under Section 16 or Section 18 may within thirty days 
from the date of communication to him of such order, appeal to the Sessions Judge having jurisdiction over the area in 
which the property in respect to which the order relates has been seized and the Sessions Judge shall, after giving an 
opportunity to the appellant and the Authorised Officer, to be heard, pass such order as he may think fit confirming, 
modifying or annulling the order appealed against. 

(2) An order of the Sessions Judge under this section shall be final and shall not be questioned in any court of 

law. 


20. Order of confiscation not to interfere with other punishments.- The order of any confiscation under 
section 15 or 16 or 17 or 18 shall not prevent the infliction of any punishment to which the person prosecuted thereby is 
liable, under this Act. 

21. Property confiscated when to vest in the Government.- when an order for confiscation of any property 
has been passed under Section 15 or 16 or 17 or 18 and such order has become final in respect of the whole or any 
portion of such property, such property or portion thereof (or if it has been sold under subsection (3) of section 16 the sale 
proceeds thereof) as the case may be; shall vest in the Government free from all encumbrances. 

Provided that no such order prejudicial to a person shall be passed under this section without giving him an 
opportunity of being heard. 

22. Power to remove encroachment.- (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Karnataka Public Premises 
(Eviction of Unauthorized Occupants) Act, 1974 (Karnataka Act 32 of 1974) any person who is found to be unauthorizedly 
occupying any tank land or part thereof may, without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against him under 
any other provisions of the Act, or any other law for the time being in force, be summarily evicted by the Designated Officer 
or any other officer authorised by the authority in this behalf: 

Provided that no person shall be evicted under this sub-section without giving a reasonable opportunity of being 

heard. 
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(2) Every order for eviction passed under sub-section (1) shall be in writing and shall be served on the person 
unauthorizedly occupying tank land by tendering or delivering a copy thereof to such person or by sending a copy thereof 
by registered post or if he refuses to receive it or evades service, by pasting it on a prominent part of the property in 
occupation by him or by publication in a news paper having wide circulation in the area. 

(3) Any crop including trees raised in the tank land and any buildings or other construction erected thereon by 
the unauthorized occupant shall also, if not removed by him within thirty days of the order of eviction passed in sub 
section (1), be liable to forfeiture or to summary removal. 

(4) Any property forfeited under sub-section (3) shall vest in the Authority and which may dispose of it, in such 
manner as deemed fit and the cost of removal of any crop, trees, building or other construction and the expenditure 
incurred for restoring the tank to its original condition shall be recoverable from the person evicted as if it were an arrears 
of land revenue or in any other manner as may be prescribed. 

(5) Any person aggrieved by order of the designated officer or other officer authorized by the Authority under sub¬ 
section (1), may, within thirty days from the date of the order, appeal against such order to the District and Sessions 
Judge and in such manner as may be prescribed and the order passed under sub-section (1) shall, subject to the decision 
in such appeal be final. 

CHAPTER - IV 

PENALTIES AND PROCEDURES 

23. Penalty for contravention of section 12.- Whoever contravenes the provisions of section 12 shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than six months but which may extend to two years and 
with a fine of not less than ten thousand rupees but which may extend to rupees twenty thousand. 

24. Penalty for causing obstruction to an officers.- Whoever, (1) obstructs any Designated officer, Authorized 
officer, empowered officer or any person acting under the orders or directions of the Authority or the authorized or 
designated officer from exercising his powers, discharging his function or performing his duties under this Act or the rules, 
or regulation made there under; or 

(2) damages any works or property of the Authority; or 

(3) destroys, pulls down, removes, injures or defaces any pillar, post or stake fixed in the ground or any notice or 
any notice or other matter put up, inscribed or placed, by or under the directions of the Authority or any authorized officer 
or designated officer; 

Shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year and with fine which may extend to ten 
thousand rupees. 

25. Penalty for failure to report unlawful occupation of tank.- Being an officer or servant of the Authority or 
the Government or any local or other authority entrusted with the responsibility of report of unlawful occupation or use of 
tank or maintenance and protection of tank, fails to report or to take action to remove such unlawful occupation or to 
maintain or protect tank shall punished with such disciplinary penalty after departmental enquiry or with a fine of rupees 
ten thousand. 

26. Punishment for wrongful seizure.- Any officer, who vaxatiously and unnecessarily seizes any property on 
the pretence of seizing property liable to forfeiture under this Act shall be punished with such penalty as prescribed in the 
relevant disciplinary rules and with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees. 

27. Penalty for contravention of certain provisions of the Act.- Whoever contravenes any other provisions of 
this Act or any rules or regulations made there under or fails to comply with any order or direction given under this Act, 
for which no penalty has been specifically provided, shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extent to one year 
and with fine which may extent to five thousand rupees. 

28. Enhanced penalty after previous conviction under section 23.- If any person, who has been convicted of 
any offence under section 23 is again found guilty of an offence involving a contravention of the same provision, shall on 
the second and on every subsequent conviction be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than 
six months and with a fine of rupees one lakh. 

29. Abetment of offence.- Whoever abets any offence punishable by or under this Act or attempts to commit any 
such offence shall be punished with a penalty provided by or under this Act for committing such offence. 

30. Offences by Companies / residents association.- (1) Where an offence under this Act has been committed 
by a company / residents association, every person who, at the time the offence was committed was in charge of, and was 
responsible to, the conduct of the business of the Company / residents association shall be deemed to be guilty of the 
offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly: 
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Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section, shall render any such person liable to any punishment 
provided in this Act if he proves that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that he exercised all due 
diligence to prevent the commission of such offence. 

Explanation: For the purposes of this section:- 

a) “Company” means any body corporate and includes a firm or other association of individuals, 

b) “Director “ in relation to a firm means a partner in the firm, in relation to the association, the Secretary or 
the President of the association as the case may be. 

31. Offences by Government department.- Where an offence under this Act has been committed by any 
department of the Government or any local or other authority, the head of the department of the Government, or as the 
case may be, the Chief Executive Officer (by whatever name called) who is in charge of such local or other authority shall 
be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this section render such head of the department or as the case may be, the 
Chief Executive Officer liable to any punishment if he proves that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that 
he exercised due diligence to prevent the commission of such offence. 

32. Arrest without warrant.- (1) Any police officer or designated officer or empowered officer may without orders 
from a Magistrate and without a warrant, arrest any person reasonably suspected of having been committed in any offence 
under this Act punishable with imprisonment for one year or more if such person refuses to give his name and residence 
address or gives a name or residence which there is reason to believe to be false, or if there is reason to believe that he will 
abscond. 

(2) Any person arrested under this section shall be informed , as soon as may be, of the grounds for such arrest 
and shall be produced before the nearest Magistrate having jurisdiction in the case within a period of twenty four hours of 
such arrest excluding the time necessary for journey from the place of arrest to the Court of the Magistrate and no such 
person shall be detained in custody beyond the said period without the authority of a Magistrate. 

33. Power to release on bond a person arrested.- Any Police Officer or designated officer who has arrested any 
person under section 32 may release such person on his executing a bond with proper surety to appear, if and when so 
required, before the Magistrate having jurisdiction in the case or before the officer in charge of the nearest Police Station. 

34. Cognizance of offences.- The offence under this Act shall be cognizable. 

CHAPTER - V 

FUND, ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT OF THE AUTHORITY 

35. Fund of the Authority.- (1) The Authority shall have its own fund and the amount which may from time to 
time, be paid to it by the Government and all other receipts (by way of gifts, grant, penalties, fees, charges or otherwise) 
shall be carried to the fund of the Authority and all the payments for the Authority made there from. 

(2) The Authority may spend such sum as it deems fit for performing its duties and discharging its functions 
under this Act. Such sum shall be treated as expenditure payable out of the fund of the Authority. 

(3) The Authority may release funds to the District Executive Authority for implementation of the scheme or 
program in such manner as may be prescribed. 

36. Accounts and Audit.- (1) The Authority shall maintain proper accounts and other records and prepare an 
annual statement of accounts in such form and in such manner as may be prescribed. 

(2) The accounts of the Authority shall be audited by the State Accounts Department or such auditor appointed 
by the Government. 

(3) The said auditor shall have the right to demand production of books, accounts, connected vouchers and other 
documents and papers and to inspect any offices of the Authority. 

(4) The Authority shall send a copy of the report of the auditor together with an audited copy to the Government 
within nine months from the end of each financial year. 

(5) The Government shall, as soon as may be after the receipt of the audit report under sub-section (4) cause the 
same to be laid before both the Houses of the State Legislature. 

37. Annual report.- The Authority shall during each financial year prepare in such form as may be prescribed 
the annual report giving full accounts of its activities under this Act during the previous financial year and copies thereof 
shall be sent to the Government within four months from the last date of the previous financial year and the Government 
shall cause such report to be laid before both the Houses of the State Legislature within a period of nine months from the 
last date of previous financial year. 
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38. Budget.- The Authority shall during each financial year prepare in such form and at such time as may be 
prescribed, a budget in respect of financial year next ensuing showing the estimated receipt and expenditure, and copy 
thereof shall be forwarded to the Government. 

39. Borrowing power of Authority.- The Authority may, with the consent of the Government, or in accordance 
with the terms of any general or special authority given to it by the Government, borrow money from any source, by way of 
loans or issue of bonds, debentures or such other instruments as it may deem fit for the discharge of all or any of its 
function under this Act. 

40. Mode of making contract.- The Chief Executive Officer shall execute contracts and agreements on behalf of 
the Authority in respect of matters which he is empowered to carry out under the provisions of this Act. He may execute 
such contracts or agreements on behalf of the Authority up to such amount as may be specified by the Government from 
time to time. In all other cases he shall execute a contract or agreement only with the sanction of the Authority. 

CHAPTER - VI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

41. Officers of Government, Local authorities, etc, to assist.- All officers of the Government, any local or 
other authority or water user society or Association shall render such help and assistance and furnish such information to 
the Authority as it may require for the discharge of its functions, and shall make available to the Authority or any other 
officer authorized in this behalf for inspection and examination such records, maps, plans and other documents as may be 
necessary for the discharge of its functions. 

42. Bar of jurisdiction.- Whenever any instrument, implement, machinery, device, tool, boat, vehicle or any 
other-property is seized under section 14, the Authorized officer under section 15 and 16 or the Chief Executive Officer 
under section 18 or the Sessions Judge hearing appeal under section 19 shall have powers to exercise in accordance with 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974) or in any other law for the time being in force, any other 
officer, Court, Tribunal or Authority shall not have jurisdiction to make any order with regard to the custody, possession, 
delivery, disposal or distribution of such property. 

43. Officers to be public servants.- The Chairperson, members, officers and other employees of the Authority 
and every other officer exercising any of the powers conferred by this Act or the rules made thereunder shall be deemed to 
be a public servant within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code. 

44. Protection of action taken in good faith.- No suit, prosecution or any other legal proceedings shall lie 
against the Authority or the Chair person or the member of the Authority or any officer or employee of the Authority or any 
person appointed or authorized by the Authority under this Act, in respect of anything done or omitted to be done in good 
faith under this Act or the rules or regulations made thereunder. 

45. Suits or prosecution in respect of acts done under colour of duty.- (1) In any case of alleged offence by 
designated officer, empowered officer or any other officer or employee of the Authority or of a wrong alleged to have been 
done by such designated officer empowered officer or their officer or employee of authority by any act done under colour of 
duty or in excess of such duty or authority under this Act, or wherein it shall appear to the Court that the offence, if 
committed or done was of the aforesaid character, the prosecution or suit shall not be entertained against them except 
with the previous sanction of the Government. 

(2) In the case of an intended suit on account of such wrong as aforesaid, the person intending to sue shall be 
bound to give to the alleged wrongdoer at least three month’s notice of the intended suit with sufficient description of the 
wrong complained of failing which such suit shall not be maintainable. 

(3) The plaint shall set forth that a notice as aforesaid has been served on the defendant and the date of such 
service and shall state whether any, and if so what tender of amends has been made by the defendant. A copy of the said 
notice, shall be annexed to the plaint endorsed with a declaration by the plaintiff of the time and manner of service thereof. 

46. Delegation of powers.- The Authority may, by notification delegate to any officer or authority subordinate to 
it, any of the powers conferred on it or any officer subordinate to it under this Act to be exercised by such officer of 
authority subject to such restrictions and conditions, if any, as may be specified in the said notification. 

47. Effect of other laws.- (1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), the provisions of this Act and the rules 
and regulations made thereunder shall have effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in any 
enactment other than this Act. 

(2) Nothing in this Act shall prevent any person from being prosecuted and punished under any other law for the 
time being in force for any act of omission, which also constitutes an offence under this Act, or from being liable under 
such other law to any higher punishment or penalty other than that provided in this Act or the rule s made thereunder: 

Provided that no person shall be punished twice for the same offence. 
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48. Removal of difficulty.- If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the Government 
may, by order not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, remover difficulties. 

49. Notice of suit against the Authority etc.,.- (1) No suit or other proceedings shall be commenced against the 
Authority, Chairperson or any member of the Authority for anything done or purporting to have been done in pursuance of 
this Act or the rules or regulation made there under without giving three month’s notice in writing of the intended suit or 
other proceedings and of the cause thereof but not after six months from the accrual of the cause of such suit or other 
proceedings or not after tender of sufficient amends. 

(2) A suit to obtain an urgent or immediate relief against the Authority Chairperson or any member of the 
Authority in respect of any act done or purporting to be done by the Authority, Chair Person or such member in its or as 
the case may be, his official capacity may be instituted with the leave of the Court, without serving any notice as required 
by sub-section (1) but the Court shall not grant relief in the suit whether interim or otherwise except after giving to the 
Authority, Chair Person, member, as the case may be, a reasonable opportunity of showing cause in respect of relief 
prayed for in the suit. 

50. Power to make rules.- (1) The Government may, by notification after previous publication make rules to 
carry out any or all the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid down as soon as may be before each House of the State 
Legislature while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more 
successive sessions and if before the expiry of the session, in which it is so laid or the session immediately following both 
the Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both the Houses agree that the rule shall not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect in such modified form or of no effect as the case may be, so however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under the rule. 

51. Power to make regulations.- The Authority may, subject to the provisions of this Act and the rules made 
there under and with the previous sanctions of the Government by notification after previous publication may make 
regulations to carry out the purposes of this Act in so far as it relates to its functions, powers and duties.

THE VISVESVARAYA TECHNOLOGICAL UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) ACT, 2011 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Twenty First day of June, 2014) 

An Act further to amend the Visvesvaraya Technological University Act, 1994. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Visvesvaraya Technological University Act, 1994 (Karnataka Act 39 
of 1994) for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty- second year of the Republic of India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Visvesvaraya Technological University 
(Amendment) Act, 2011. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 9.- In the Visvesvaraya Technological University Act, 1994 (Karnataka Act 39 of 
1994) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in section 9, after sub-section (2), the following shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

“(3) The State Government may, appoint a Special Officer or Commission of Enquiry consisting of one or more 
persons to enquire into any specific allegations against any employee of the University in respect of any matter connected 
with or ancillary thereto and also in respect of any irregularities, including construction of buildings, laboratories, 
libraries, museums, workshops and equipments of any institution maintained, administered, recognised or approved, by 
the University and also of the irregularities in connection with the examinations, teaching and evaluation and other work 
conducted or done by the University and into any specific allegations against any employee of the university in like 
manner in respect of any matter connected with or ancillary thereto. 

(4) The Special Officer or the Commission directed to make an inspection or inquiry under sub-section (3) shall 
have access for that purpose to the related institutions, premises and to such accounts or other records as may be 
necessary. 

(5) The Special Officer or the Commission shall submit a report of the result of the inspection or inquiry to the 
Chancellor and shall forward a copy thereof to the State Government. 

(6) Soon after receipt of the report, the Chancellor shall record his findings thereon and send the same to the 
State Government for taking further action, as may be necessary or as directed by him. 

(7) The State Government shall direct the Vice-Chancellor to initiate such action as has been directed by the 
State Government with respect to the findings in the report of enquiry or inspection and the Executive Council shall 
implement the directions of the State Government. 

(8) The Vice-Chancellor shall communicate to the State Government, a report of action taken in compliance with 
the directions of the State Government as specified in the orders of the State Government. 

(9) If the Vice-Chancellor fails to comply with the directions of the State Government then it shall be reported to 
the Chancellor whose order shall be final and shall be implemented by the Vice-Chancellor and the Executive Council 
within such time as set out in the orders of the Chancellor.” 

3. Insertion of section 9A.- After section 9 of the principal Act, the following new section shall be inserted, 

namely:- 

“9A. Power to annul the orders of the University.- (1) The State Government may, by order, published in the 
official Gazette annul any order, notification, resolution or any proceedings of the University which in its opinion is not in 
conformity with the provisions of this Act, or the Statutes, Regulations or Ordinances or is otherwise inconsistent with the 
policy of the State Government: 

Provided that before making any such order, the State Government shall afford an opportunity to the University. 

(2) Every order passed under sub-section (1) shall as soon as may be after it is passed be laid before both the 
Houses of State Legislature.” 

4. Amendment of section 13.- In section 13 of the principal Act, after sub-section (4), the following shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

“(4A) The Vice-Chancellor shall not be removed from his office except by an order of the Chancellor passed on the 
ground of willful omission or refusal to carry out the provisions of this Act or for abuse of the powers vested in him and on 
the advice tendered by the State Government on consideration of the report of an inquiry ordered by it under sub-section 
(4B). 

(4B) For the purposes of holding an inquiry under this section, the State Government shall appoint a person who 
is or has been a Judge of the High Court or the Supreme Court. The inquiry authority shall hold the inquiry after giving an 
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opportunity to make representation by the Vice-Chancellor and shall submit a report to the State Government on the 
action to be taken including penalty if any to be imposed, and the State Government shall on consideration of the report 
advice the Chancellor. The Chancellor shall act in accordance with such advice.”

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty fifth year of the Republic of India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Land Reforms and certain other 
law (Amendment) Act, 2014. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of Karnataka Act 10 of 1962.- In the Karnataka Land Reforms Act, 1961 (Karnataka Act 10 of 
1962) in section 109, in sub-section (1), in clause (i), the following explanation shall be inserted at the end, namely:- 

Explanation.- "Industrial development" includes mining of minor minerals, whether specified or non-specified and stone 
crushing activity under the Karnataka Regulation of Stone Crushers Act, 2011 (Karnataka Act 8 of 2012)." 

3. Amendment of Karnataka Act 12 of 1964.- In the Karnataka Land Revenue Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act 
12 of 1964), in section 95,- 

(i) in sub-section (8), for the word "fees", the word "fine" shall be substituted; 

(ii) after sub-section (8), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

"(9) whenever any occupant of land assessed or held for purpose of agriculture wishes to divert such land or any part 
thereof for the purpose of quarrying of minor minerals, whether specified or non specified in accordance with the rules 
governing quarrying of minor minerals or stone crushing activity under the Karnataka regulation of stone crushers Act, 
2011 (Karnataka Act 8 of 2012), shall make an application along with the fine applicable to the Deputy Commissioner for 
diversion of such land. On such application, the permission for diversion of such land shall be deemed to have been 
granted subject to obtaining lease or licence or working permission under the said enactments."

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Judicial Service

2. Amendment of rule 2.- In the Karnataka Judicial Service (Recruitment) Rules,2004 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules),in rule 2, 

(a) after clause (c), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

"(cc) "Inservice candidate" means a candidate working in the High Court, in the 
Courts subordinate to the High Court and the Assistant Public Prosecutors-cum-Assistant 
Government Pleader working in the Department of Prosecutions and Government 
Litigation". 

(b) after clause (d), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 
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"(dd) "Orthopedic Disabled Candidates" means persons having disability with one 
arm (OA) or one leg (OL) or both legs (BL)." 

3. Amendment of rule 4.- In rule 4 of the said rules, in the Table,- 

(a) in the entries relating to the category of posts of "District Judges" at serial number 1, in column 
(4), in the heading "By direct recruitment", after serial number (3), the following shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

"Note.- The maximum age limit is relaxed by three years in case of ex-serviceman 
candidates." 

(b) in the entries relating to the category of posts of "Civil Judges" at serial number 3, in column 

(4),- 

(i) in the heading "A. Direct Recruitment", after serial number (2), the following shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

"Note.- The maximum age limit is relaxed by three years in case of ex- 
serviceman candidates." 

(ii) in the heading "B. Recruitment of inservice candidates", for serial number (3) and 
entries relating thereto, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(3) Must have been working, as on the last date fixed for submission of 
applications,- 

(a) in the High Court or in the Courts sub-ordinate to the High Court; 

(b) as an Assistant Public Prosecutor/ Assistant Government Pleader in 
the Department of Prosecutions and Government litigation". 

(iii) the existing note shall be numbered as Note (1) and after Note (1) as so renumbered, 
the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

"Note (2) - In all direct recruitment to the cadre of District Judges 
and Civil Judges one percent of the vacancies shall be reserved for the 
Orthopedic Disabled candidates" 

4. Amendment of rule 5.- In rule 5 of the said rules, in sub-rule (II),- 

(a) after clause (c) existing (ii) shall be omitted. 

(b) for clause (d), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(d) COMPUTER TEST (Maximum Marks 25): 

The test of knowledge of computers shall carry maximum 25 marks and such 
marks secured by the candidate shall be considered for ascertaining the suitability and 
computer knowledge of the candidates and shall not be aggregated to the total marks 
obtained in the Written Examination and Viva-Voce. 

(e) (i) Minimum marks for pass in the Preliminary Examination shall be fifty for 
candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and sixty for 
others; 

(ii) Minimum marks for pass in each paper of the Written Examination shall be 
forty for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
fifty for others; 

(iii) Minimum marks for pass in the Viva-voce shall be forty for candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and fifty for others. 

Provided that no candidate who has secured less than the minimum marks 
specified above: 

(i) in any paper of the Written examination shall be eligible for Viva-Voce; 

(ii) in any paper of the Written examination or in Viva-voce shall be eligible 
for appointment as Civil Judge."

RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Land Reforms (Amendment) Rules, 

2014.

"(1) Every application for exemption under section 109 shall be made in form 15-A through online, to 
the concerned Deputy Commissioner. 

(2) Immediately on receipt of the application, the Deputy Commissioner shall call for reports from 

the concerned Tahsildar regarding non-alienation restrictions imposed on the land under consideration under 
this Act, the Mysore Personal and Miscellaneous Inams Abolition Act, 1954, the Karnataka Land Grant Rules, 
1969 and the Karnataka Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes (Prohibition of transfer of certain lands) Act, 
1978. 

(2A) The Deputy Commissioner shall scrutinize, the application in form 15-A, report of Tahsildar in 
Form 15-B and after following the procedure specified in rule 38-B, forward the application to the Government." 

(ii) in sub-rule (4), for clause (iii), the following shall be substituted, namely: - 

"(iii) Where the agricultural land is permitted for a non-agricultural purpose under section 109, such 
land shall be deemed to be converted for non-agriculture use under the provisions of the Karnataka Land 
Revenue, Act, 1964 subject to the payment of fine applicable to it.

DRAFT KERC DEMAND SIDE MANAGEMENT REGULATIONS, 2015 

Preamble: 

1. The State of Karnataka has been facing power shortages both in terms of energy and peak 
demand. In order to meet these shortages, the ESCOMs are resorting to short-term purchase 
of power, every year, particularly during the months of January to June, which is relatively 
more expensive. Any additional cost of power purchase has to be borne by the end consumers 
of the State by way of increase in tariff [in case of IP sets and BJ/KJ this increase has to be 
borne by the Government]. Given the above situation, it is necessary to use the available 
resources effectively and efficiently to minimize expensive short-term procurement of power. 
Therefore, it is necessary to adoptEnergy Conservation (EC)and Demand Side Management

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(DSM) measures to mitigate power shortages and moderate the cost of supplying electricity to 
consumers. 

2. Demand Side Management (DSM) includes measures initiated by the power supply utilities to 
encourage consumers to use energy more efficiently by modifying their electricity 
consumption patterns, both with respect to the time and extent of electricity demand. 

3. DSM measures can supplement supply-side strategies to meet the supply-demand gap. In the 
long run, DSM would avoid or defer costly capacity additions by slowing demand growth. 
DSM also helps in reduction of Greenhouse gas emissions, thereby contributing to reduction 
in global warming. Further, DSM would be a cheaper option compared to adding new 
conventional power plant capacities. 

4. In its tariff ordersissued in the past, Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission has issued 
directions to ESCOMs toexplore the possibility of introducing the following DSM/Energy 
Efficiency [EEJmeasures: 

a. Energy Efficient Street Lighting systems with electronic time switches for switching 
'on' and 'off' at predetermined hours. 

b. Bifurcating agricultural loads from the existing 11 kV feeders. 

C. Adopting HVDS for agricultural loads. 

d. Encouraging consumers to use solar water heaters. 

e. Implementing theBachat LampYojanalaunched by the Bureau of Energy Efficiency. 

f. DTC metering and energy audit and 

g. Use ofEnergy efficient Pumping systems in Agriculture 

5. Government of Karnataka[GoK]has also envisaged the following programs in the Karnataka 
Renewable Energy Policy 2009-2014: 


i. Residential high efficiency lighting program using CFL/LED/Electronic chokes. 

ii. Commercial high efficiency lighting program with CFL/LED/solar lighting. 

iii. Solar Water Heating -mandatory program. 

iv. Energy efficiency implementation in public buildings through ESCOMs. 

v. Energy Efficiency [EE] improvement in Small and Medium Enterprises [SME] under SME 

program. 

vi. High efficiency motor rewinding program. 

vii. Municipal Energy Efficiency program for improving efficiency of street lighting, pumping, 

effluent treatment and waste to energy. 

viii. Green buildings program- making ECBC code mandatory for all corporate buildings and 

all buildings constructed by developers in city corporation limits. 

ix. Financing of EE programs using Energy Conservation[EC] fund. 

x. Capacity building and Training through School/college curricula. 

6. In order to further boost the implementation of DSM measures by theESCOMs,Karnataka 
Electricity Regulatory Commission [KERCjproposes setting up of a State Energy Conservation 
Fund.The fundshall be created through an additional “Energy Efficiency Charge” as a below-the 
line item in the electricity bills of all consumers except for agriculture loads and residential 
loads. The proposed fund may also be further capitalized by equal contribution from the GOK 
through a budgetary provision. This fund will be used for specific energy conservation and load 
management programs.The fund will be managed by the utilities in a separate account governed 
by a Committee headed by the respective Managing Directors and representatives of the 
academia, voluntary organizations etc., nominated by KERC. The fund’s governance structure 
will be approved by KERC based on specific submissions by the ESCOMs and approved as a part 
of the tariff orders issued by the Commission from time-to-time. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in order to promote energy efficiency and economic use of electricity 
and in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (zp) of sub-section (2) of section 181 of the 
Electricity Act, 2003 (36 of 2003), KERC proposes to make the KERC (Demand Side Management) 
Regulations, 2015 as per the draft shown hereunder and invites comments/suggestions/views 
from interested persons within fifteen days from the date of publication of the draft in the gazette 
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of Karnataka. The comments/suggestions/views shall be sent to Secretary, KERC, 6 &7 th Floors, 
Mahalaxmi Chambers, No.9/2, M.G. road, Bangalore-560 001. 

1. Short Title, extent and Commencement 

1.1 These Regulations may be called the "KERC (Demand Side Management) Regulations, 2015." 

1.2. These Regulations shall be applicable to all the Distribution Licensees in the State of Karnataka. 

1.3. These Regulations shall come into force from the date as may be notified by the Commission in the 

Karnataka gazette 

2. Definitions 

1.1. In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise requires - 

i. "Act" means the Electricity Act, 2003 (36 of 2003); 

ii. "Baseline data" means the data relating to the consumption and/or demand for 
electricity from any specified class or category of consumers or any distribution area 
before a DSM program is started to provide a starting point for comparison for assessing 
program impact; 

iii. "Bureau" means the Bureau of Energy Efficiency established under sub-section (1) of 
Section 2 of The Energy Conservation Act, 2001; 

iv. "Commission" means the Karnataka Electricity Regulatory Commission; 

v. "DSM" means Demand Side Management; 

vi. “ESCOM” means an Electricity Supply Company licensed for distributing 
electricity in the State of Karnataka; 

vii. "Evaluation, Measurement and Verification" means activities, which evaluate, measure 
and verify performance or other aspects of DSM/energy efficiency programs or their 
market environment; 

viii. "Monitoring and Reporting" means activities, which monitor and evaluate the progress of 
DSM/energy efficiency programs of the Distribution Licensee. 

3. DSM Objectives 

The objectives of DSM for the State of Karnataka shall be to: 

a. Mitigate peak and energy shortages bypromoting economic use of electricity; 
b. Reduce greenhouse gas emissions; and 
C. Conserve Scarce conventional energy resources 

4 . DSM Targets 

In order to achieve the objectives set out in Regulation-3 above, the Commission, by order, shall 

specify the targets for energy and peak savings for any or each of the distribution licensees based on 

the DSM plan submitted by it. 

5 . DSM Cell, its roles & responsibilities 

5.1. For implementation of the DSM/EE programs and to achieve the targets, every Distribution 

Licensee shall, constitute a DSM Cell within two months of the notification of these 

Regulations in the Gazette. 

5.2. The DSM Cell so constituted shall be provided with necessary authority and resources so as 

to execute the functions assigned to it under these Regulations. 

5.3. The DSM Cell shall be responsible for: 

i. Assessment of Technical and economic potential of DSM/EE Programs in the operational area of the 
distribution licensee; 

Note: 

a. Distribution Licensee/s shall develop a common methodology for the operational 
area of such licensee/s for assessing the technical potential for DSM within three months 
of the notification of these Regulations and send a copy of the same to the Commission. 

b. Every Distribution Licensee in the State shall carry out assessment of potential for DSM in 
the State one year before the start of every MYT Control Period. 

Notwithstanding the above provision, the first assessment of technical potential for DSM shall 
be carried out within six months of the notification of these Regulations. 
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ii. Carrying out Load research to identify the target consumer segment/sand end-uses for DSM 
programs and to build the necessary database; 

iii. Carrying out Consumer/market surveys to estimate the market potentialfor specific energy 
efficiency technologies and applications, establish key performance indicators, and determine 
existing baseline market conditions; 

iv. Development of baseline data on the basis of the results of load and market research; 

NoterEveryDistribution Licensee shall design, develop and implement the initial DSM 
programmes on the basis of available data, till the complete baseline data is prepared for 
its area of supply. Establishment of base line data shall not be a pre-requisite for design of 
such initial DSM programmes by the Distribution Licensees; 

v. Capacity building in DSM for employees; 

vi. Providing inputs for Integrated Resource Planning that includes DSM as a key resource; 

vii. Formulation of DSM Plans; 

viii. Design and development of DSM projects including cost benefit analysis, plans for 
implementation, monitoring 8s reporting and for measurement 8s verification; 

ix. Seeking necessary approvals to DSM Plans and individual programs; 

x. Implementation of DSM programs 

xi. Fulfilling reporting requirements as directed by the Commission; 

xii. Performing DSM program level Evaluation, Measurement 8sVerification; 

xiii. Promoting consumer awareness and education; and 

xiv. Any other additional function that may be assigned by the Commission from time to time 

5.4. The Distribution Licensees may include any relevant DSM programs (including multi-State programs) 

developed by the Bureau of Energy Efficiency in its perspective plan as and when such 
programs are announced by the Bureau. 

5.5. Every Distribution Licensee shall submit to the Commission on a rolling basis, an annual plan with 

quarterly targets [both physical 8s Financial], not inconsistent with the perspective plan, for 
the forthcoming year, not later than 30th November of the previous year. 

6.0 Formation of State Energy Conservation Fund and its applications in the DSM programs: 

6.1The Distribution licensees shall be authorized by the Commission to collect a below-the-line-item 
Energy Efficiency Charge on all consumers except agriculture pump users and subsidized residential 
consumers of not more than Rs.0.02/kWh during the initial five years from the notification of these 
regulations. This charge shall be maintained by the individual ESCOMs in a separate account and 
shall be used to promote specific DSM programs such asmeasures for efficient use of electricity in 
Village and Panchayat level drinking water schemes, street-lighting retrofits/automation, agriculture 
energy use research/development, demonstration projects promoting water/energy conservation, 
LED and ceiling fans replacement schemes for households, energy sector research 8s development, 
capacity building initiatives, awareness campaigns, energy access-related solar-PV systems at end- 
uses, solar pumping and solar-street-lighting systems and any other programs that are approved by 
the Commission. 

6.2 The State Energy Conservation Fund held with the ESCOMs be governed by a DSM Advisory 

Committee headed by the Managing Director of respective ESCOMs and persons nominated or 
approved by the Commission representing civil society, academia and representatives of industry 
bodies. 

6.3 The ESCOMs shall submit a report on the collectionsto the fund by levy of the Energy Efficiency 

Charge and its application on a quarterly basis. 

6.4 The Energy Conservation Fund shall be applied for recouping the cost ofimplementing any DSM 

programme approved by the Commission prior to its implementation and implemented in a cost 
effective manner in accordance with the approved program plan. 

7.0 Monitoring and reporting of DSM Programs 

7.1. EveryDistribution Licensees shall prepare a plan to implement DSM/EE programmesand 
undertake monitoring and reporting ofsuch programs as directed by the Commission from 
time to time. 
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7.2. The Distribution Licensee shall report to the Commission on progress in implementing the 
DSM Plan and expenses incurred on its implementation, every six months. 

7.3. The Distribution Licensee will submit a detailed Program Completion Report to the 
Commission within one month of completion of every DSM program, covering the 
program expenses, achievements, outcomes and outputs, constraints and 
difficulties faced, conclusions, recommendations, lessons learnt and way forward. 

8.0 Evaluation, Measurement and Verification of DSM Programs 

1. TheDistribution Licensees shall be responsible for evaluation, measurement and 
verification of savings from DSM programs in the manner approved by the Commission. 

2. The Distribution Licensees shall make available necessary information/data to the 
Commission or any third party designated by the Commission to measure and verify the 
savings from DSM programs. 

9.0 Non-achievement of targets: 

The Commission may disallow any expenditure incurred by the distribution licensees for 
non-achievement of DSM targets as specified by the Commission, or for failure to implement 
the programme according to the approved plan. 

10.0 Power to amend 

The Commission, either suo-moto, or on an application by a Licensee or by any consumer, may at 
any time add, vary, alter, modify or amend any of the provisions of these Regulations, following 
due process. 

11.0 Savings:- 

(1) Nothing in these Regulations shall be deemed to limit or otherwise affect the inherent power 
of the Commission to make such orders as may be necessary to meet the ends of justice or 
to prevent abuse of the process of the Commission. 

(2) Nothing in these Regulations shall bar the Commission from adopting, in conformity with the 
provisions of the Electricity Act 2003 (36 of 2003), a procedure, which is at variance with 
any of the provisions of these Regulations, if the Commission, in view of the special 
circumstances of a matter or class of matters and for reasons to be recorded in writing, deems 
it necessary or expedient for dealing with such a matter or class of matters. 

(3) Nothing in these Regulations shall, expressly or impliedly, bar the Commission from 
dealing with any matter of exercising any power under the Electricity Act 2003 (36 of 2003) for 
which no Regulations have been framed, and the Commission may deal with such matters, 
powers and functions in a manner it thinks fit.

THE KARNATAKA EDUCATION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 2014 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Seventh day of January, 2015) 

An Act further to amend the Karnataka Education Act, 1983 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Education Act, 1983 (Karnataka Act 1 of 1995) for the 
purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Whereas the State Government has admitted several Private Educational Institutions for grant in aid to improve 
the standard of education and reduce the burden of management by giving salaiy grant to teaching and non-teaching 
staff. 

Whereas no departmental examinations or Kannada language examinations were prescribed for employees in 
educational institutions receiving maintenance grant from State Government. 

Whereas the teaching staff in private management institutions admitted to grant-in-aid, claim extension of 
benefit of one increment for having passed SSLC examination with Kannada as a language or Kannada Language 
Examination, on par with the pay and emoluments of Government servants is upheld in W.P Nos.13715/2006 c/w W.P 
Nos. 17236/2008 and 10111-10681/2009 dated 30.06.2009 and Writ Appeal No. 4255/2009 and 4556-5155/2009 dated 
25.03.2010. Accordingly Government has issued order No.ED 302 PMC 2006, dated 25.03.2011. 

Whereas the Government order dated 25.03.2011 was challenged in W.P No. 19846-20413/2012. The Hon'ble 
High Court of Karnataka allowed the said petition on 10.08.2012, with directions to keep in view the service particulars of 
the petitioners herein and calculate the additional increment payable to the petitioners as has been done in the case of 
teaching and non-teaching staff working in Government schools, who are similarly placed. 

Whereas the state filed appeals against the order dated 10.08.2012 made in W.P Nos.19846-20413/2012, in Writ 
Appeal No. 2779 and 4868-5434/2013. The Hon'ble High Court has dismissed the said appeals on 28.08.2013. 

And, whereas the state of Karnataka preferred the appeal in the Hon'ble Supreme Court in Special Leave Petition 
No. 38205-38772/2013. 

Whereas C.C.C.No. 648/2013 was filed before the Hon'ble High Court to implement the decision of Judgment 
delivered in W.P.No. 19846-20413/2012 dated 10.08.2012. The petition was allowed by giving 15 days time to implement 
the said orders. Since, Service examination or Kannada Language Examination is not made obligatory for aided school 
employees, there appears no justification in sanction of additional increment for having passed service or Kannada 
Language examination to aided institution employees. Government had never contemplated this at any point of time. 
However, Government has issued order No. ED 286 PMC 2013, dated 11.11.2013 implementing the order dated: 
10.08.2012 of the Hon'ble High Court, subject to the Order of the Hon'ble Supreme Court in S.L.P. Nos. 38205- 
38772/2013 which resulted in huge financial implication on the consolidated fund of the State. 

The above said Special Leave Petition Nos. 38205-38772/2013 were dismissed on 06.01.2014. 

Now therefore, it is considered necessary to review the matter and since no Service examinations or Kannada 
Language Examination has been prescribed for the employees of aided Educational Institutions the Government decided 
not to extend the additional increment payable to the employees working in aided educational institutions as has been 
done in the case of employees working in Government Schools and for the matters connected therewith or incidental 
thereto for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the sixty fifth year of the Republic of India, as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Education (Amendment) Act, 

2014. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from 1 st day of June 1995. 

2. Amendment of section 87. - In section 87 of the Karnataka Education Act, 1983 (Karnataka Act 10 of 1983) 
(hereinafter referred as principal Act),- 

(a) in the proviso, the words "and benefits of retirement" shall be omitted; and 

(b) after the proviso, the following provisos shall be inserted, namely:- 

"Provided further that conditions of service of the employees working in aided educational institutions 
shall be as such as may be determined by the State Government from time to time. 

Provided also that since 1974 no employee of the aided institution is required to appear and pass any 
Service Examination or the Kannada Language Examination as prescribed in the Karnataka Civil Service (Service 
and Kannada Language Examination) Rules, 1974 and no such employee shall be eligible for or be granted any 
additional increment for having passed or deemed to have been passed said examination from the date of 
commencement of said rules." 
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3. Cancellation of sanction of Additional increment and extinguishment of claims, if any.- (1) 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the Karnataka Education Act, 1983 (Karnataka Act 1 of 1995), any order of the 
State Government or rules governing the conditions of employees of any Private aided Educational Institution or any other 
Law governing the Grant in aid to the above employees or any Judgment, decree or order of any Court or Tribunal or 
Authority no employees of an aided institution is required to pass any Service or Kannada Language examination or be 
eligible for or be granted any additional increment for having passed or deemed to have been passed any such examination 
as prescribed to Government Servants in the Karnataka Civil Services (Service and Kannada Language examination) Rules, 
1974 and any claim of an employee of a Private Educational Institution for sanction of any additional increment for the 
above reason shall stand extinguished, accordingly,- 

(a) the order issued by Government directing to sanction any additional increment for the above reason 
shall stand cancelled; 

Provided that any amount paid as per the order now cancelled towards said additional increment 
shall not be recovered; 

(b) no suit or other proceeding shall be maintained or continued in any Court against the Government 
by any employee of Private Aided Educational institution claiming additional increment for the said 
purpose or arrears thereof or for pensionary benefits by reckoning the said additional increment;

4. Repeal and savings.- (1) The Karnataka Education (Amendment) Ordinance, 2014 (Karnataka Ordinance No.l 
of 2014) is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal anything done or any action taken under the Principal Act as amended by the 
said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.

2. Amendment of the Karnataka Act 22 of 1964.- In the Karnataka Municipalities Act, 1964 (Karnataka Act 
22 of 1964), in section 2, in clause (3), after the words "any other such structure" the words "including telecommunication 
tower or Advertisement structures whatever name called" shall be inserted. 

3. Amendment of the Karnataka Act 14 of 1977.- In the Karnataka Municipal Corporations Act, 1976 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1977), in section 2, in clause (1A), in sub-clause (a), for the words "any other such structure" the 
words "any other structure including telecommunication tower or Advertisement structure, whatever name called" shall 
be substituted.

Provided that, regularization of violation in respect of change of land use shall be made as far as may be in 
accordance with Section 14-A of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1961 (Karnataka Act 11 of 1963) and is in 
accordance with the approved master plan of each City Corporation, Municipalities, Urban Local bodies, Development 
Authorities and Town Planning Authority.

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 2014 

(Received the assent of the Governor on the Ninth day of January 2015) 

An Act further to amend the Karnataka Preservation of Trees Act, 1976. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Karnataka Preservation of Trees Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 76 of 
1976), for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Be it enacted by the Karnataka State Legislature in the Sixty-fifth year of the Republic of India as follows:- 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Karnataka Preservation of Trees 
(Amendment) Act, 2014. 

(2) It shall come into force with effect from such date as the State Government may, by notification, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 2.- In the Karnataka Preservation of Trees Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 76 of 1976), 
(hereinafter referred as principal Act) in section 2, in sub-section (1),- 

(a) after clause (a), the following shall be inserted, namely: - 

"(aa) "Head of the Karnataka Forest Department" means the officer holding such designated post as may be 
notified by the State Government from time to time." ; and 

(b) in clause (h), for the words "Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (General)", the words "the Head of the 
Karnataka Forest Department" shall be substituted. 

3. Amendment of section 3.- In section 3 of the Principal Act, in sub-section (2),- 

(a) for clause (a), the following shall be substituted, namely: - 
"(a) For urban areas,- 

(i) The Forest Officer incharge of a Territorial Forest Circle - chairman; 

(ii) The Joint Director Horticultural, having Jurisdiction; 

(iii) The Superintending Engineer, Communication and Building having jurisdiction; 

(iv) In respect of Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike a representative of the Commissioner and 
in respect of other Corporations and Muncipalities the Commissioner of City Corporation or 
Municipality, as the case may be; 

(v) One Botanist or Ecologist nominated by the State Government." 

(b) for clause (b), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 
"(b) For a rural area specified in Schedule-I,- 

(i) The Forest Officer incharge of a Territorial Forest Circle - Chairman; 

(ii) The Deputy Commissioner of the district or his representative not below the rank of Assistant 
Commissioner; 

(iii) The Superintending Engineer Communication and Buildings having jurisdiction; and 

(iv) two non-official members with background in Environmental Conservation and Protection 
nominated by the State Government." 

4. Amendment of section 5.- In section 5 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), for the words "The Principal 
Chief Conservator of Forests (General)", the words "the Head of the Karnataka Forest Department" shall be substituted. 

5. Amendment of section 6.- In section 6 of the principal Act, for the words "The Principal Chief Conservator of 
Forests (General)", the words "The Head of the Karnataka Forest Department" shall be substituted. 

6. Amendment of section 8.- In section 8 of the principal Act,- 

(1) in sub-section (3), in the proviso after clause (vi), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

"(vii) felling is more than 50 that are necessitated for any public purpose like road widening, construction of road, 
canal, tanks, buildings etc., subject to condition that permission is issued after issue of public notice to invite objections 
from the public and the same is considered by the Tree Officer." 

(2) for sub-section (6), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(6) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-sections (1) to (5), but subject to such conditions and restrictions 
as may be prescribed, for bonafide use of a family, one or more members of such family may, in the aggregate fell, in a 
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calendar year, such number of trees as would fetch not more than 2.8 cubic meters of timber, 100 poles, 100 bamboo and 
5 tons of firewood." 

(3) in sub-section (7), for the words "and Subabul trees", the following shall be substituted, namely:- 
"subabul trees, Areca nut, Coffee, Guava, Hebbevu (melia dubia), Ailanthus excelsa, Lemon, Maeopsis eminii, 
Mango, Sapota, Seemegala (Dendracalamus stocksii), Burma Bamboo (Bambusa burmanica) , Yellow Bamboo 
(Phyllostachys aurea), Acacia mangium, Acacia Hybrid, Acrocarpus fraxnifolius (Belanji) and Cashew." 

7. Insertion of new section 27B.- After section 27A of the principal Act, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 
"27B. Delegation of powers.- The State Government may, by notification, delegate to any officer or authority 
subordinate to it, any of the powers conferred on the State Government or any Officer subordinate to it under this Act, 
except power to make rules, to be exercised by such officer or authority, subject to such restrictions and conditions, if any, 
as may be specified in the said Notification."

"(c) The sleeper berth shall be provided alongwith the vehicle with two-tire system only taking into 
consideration the safety and comfort of the passenger".

"(h) The width of single gangway shall not be less than 450 mm”. 

(iii) for clause (k), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(k) The clear headroom for the sitting passenger at lower berth shall not be less than 800 + 10 mm”. 

(iv) for clause (1), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(1) The clear headroom for upper berth shall not less than 650 mm + 10 except at the side curves of the 
roof”. 
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(v) for clause (p), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(p) each berth shall be provided with fabric covering which shall be capable of being kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition”. 

(vi) clause (w) shall be omitted. 

(b) after sub-rule (6), the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely:- 

"Provided that, based on the weather conditions and fabrication of body structure of the vehicle, option for 
non-fitment of AC shall be allowed with sliding windows for sufficient air circulation”. 

3. Amendment of rule 153B.- For rule 153B of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

"153B. Power to grant relaxation.- The State Government or the Transport Commissioner, as the case 
may be, may grant relaxation giving reasons in writing to the vehicle registered as sleeper coach or sleeper bus from 
any one of the conditions prescribed under sub-rule (2) of rule 153-A”.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka General Service (Development 
Branch and Local Government Branch) (Recruitment of Panchayat Development Officers and Grama Panchayat Secretary 
& Rural Development Assistant Grade-I) (Special) Rules, 2014. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977 or the 
Karnataka Civil Services (Direct Recruitment by Competitive Examinations and Selection) (General) Rules, 2006 or 
Karnataka General Service (Development Branch and Local Government Branch) (Cadre and Recruitment) Rules, 2008, or 
in any other rules of recruitment relating to the categories of posts of Panchayat Development Officer and Grama 
Panchayat Secretary & Rural Development Assistant (Grade-I) in the Karnataka General Service (Development Branch and 
Local Government Branch) made or deemed to have been made under the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), the provisions of these rules, shall apply to recruitment to fill 352 posts of Panchayat 
Development Officers during 2014-15 and 600 posts of Grama Panchayat Secretary and Rural Development Assistant 
(Grade-I), in two stages i.e., 300 posts during 2014-15 and during 2015-16 respectively, existing on the date of 
commencement of the Karnataka General Service (Development Branch and Local Government Branch) (Recruitment of 
Panchayat Development Officers and Grama Panchayat Secretary & Rural Development Assistant Grade-I) (Special) Rules, 
2014. 

2. Definitions.- (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(1) “Appointing Authority” means the Chief Executive Officer of Zilla Panchayat of the respective District. 

(ii) “Special Selection Committee” means special Selection Committee constituted under 

rule 3. 

(iii) “State Government” means the Government of Karnataka in Rural Development and Panchayat Raj 
Department. 

(2) Other words and expressions used but not defined in these rules shall have the same meaning assigned to 
them in the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977. 

3. Constitution of Special Selection Committee.- There shall be constituted a Special Selection Committee at 
the state level for recruitment to fill up the posts of Panchayat Development Officer and Grama Panchayat Secretary & 
Rural Development Assistant (Grade-I) in the Karnataka General Service (Development Branch and Local Government 
Branch) consisting of the following members namely:-

(2) The maximum age limit for direct recruitment to the vacancies under these rules shall be in accordance with the 
Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977. 

5. Applications for recruitment.- (1) The Special Selection Committee shall advertise the category of posts, the 
number of vacancies to be filled in each district after obtaining information from the concerned Zilla Panchayat in the 
Official Gazette specifying the qualification, age, the nature of selection, the classification of posts in accordance with the 
reservations of posts provided by or under any law or order for the time being in force and invite applications from the 
intending candidates. Abstract of such advertisement shall also be published at least in two leading newspapers having 
wide circulation in the State, of which one shall be in Kannada. 

(2) A candidate applying for any of the category of posts shall indicate in his application the name of one of the districts 
of his / her choice for appointment and the selection shall be restricted to that district only. 

6. Conduct of competitive examination.- (1) A competitive examination shall be conducted by the Special 
Selection Committee or through any other agency in the following manner, namely: - 

(a) The examination shall be in the form of objective multiple choice, consisting of two written papers carrying 
200 marks each in respect of the category of posts of Panchayat Development Officer and Gram Panchayat Secretary & 
Rural Development Assistant Grade-I, namely:- 

i) Paper- I.- General Paper covering General Knowledge of topics relating to current events, General Sciences, Indian 
History, Indian Geography, Social Science, matters of every day observation and practical knowledge and general mental 
ability as may be expected of a person who has passed the prescribed qualifying examination. 

ii) Paper-II. Specific Paper on Rural Development and Panchayat Raj.- Papers covering status of people in rural areas 
of Karnataka and India; Karnataka Panchayat Raj Act and system, Central and State Programmes for rural development, 
drinking water and sanitation and Panchayat Raj. 

(b) The papers shall be set in both Kannada and English. A candidate may answer the papers either wholly in Kannada 
or in English but not in both. 

7. Preparation of select List of candidates.- (1) The special Selection Committee shall, from among the candidates 
who have applied in pursuance of the advertisements under Rule 5, prepare a provisional list of candidates eligible for 
appointment under these rules equal to the number of vacancies notified in the order of merit determined on the basis of 
total marks secured in the competitive examination in respect of each category of post and subject to the reservation of 
posts provided by or under any law or any rules for the time being in force. 

(2) If two or more candidates have secured equal percentage of marks in the competitive examination, the order of 
merit of such candidates shall be fixed on the basis of their age, the older in the age being placed above in the order of 
merit. The special Selection Committee shall prepare a final select list of candidates in respect of each category of post 
accordingly. 

(3) The special Selection Committee shall also prepare an additional select list of such of the candidates not 
included in the select list prepared under sub-rule (1), equal to twenty five percent of the total number of vacancies in each 
of the reservation roster commencing from first point in the select list under sub-rule (1). 

(4) The provisional select list and additional select list may, as far as possible, be prepared within sixty days from 
the last date fixed for receipt of applications by the special Recruitment Committee. The said provisional main list and 
additional list prepared under sub-rule (1) to (3) shall be published in the Official Gazette, Notice Board of the office of the 
Secretary to Government (Panchayat Raj), Rural Development and Panchayat Raj Department and the official website of 
the department, inviting objections and suggestions from the persons likely to be affected thereby. 
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(5) The final select list and the additional select list shall be published after considering the objections and 
suggestions that may be received, if any, within fifteen days from the last date prescribed for receipt of objections and 
suggestions. 

(6) The select list and the additional select list shall be valid till all the vacancies specified under these rules are 
filled up or until the expiry of the period of six months from the date of publication of the said select lists whichever is 
earlier. 

8. Appointment of candidates.- (1) The Special Selection Committee shall send the list of candidates selected 
under Rule 7 to the Appointing Authority. The candidates whose names are included in the select list by the Special 
Selection Committee shall be appointed by the Appointing Authority in the vacancies in the order in which the names are 
found in the main select list after satisfying itself, after such enquiry as may be considered necessary, that each candidate 
is suitable in all respects for such appointment within forty five days from the date of receipt of select lists from the Special 
Selection Committee. 

(2) If a candidate whose name is included in the select list fails to report for duty within the prescribed period or 
extended period, then a candidate from the additional select list belonging to the same reservation category as of the 
candidate who failed to report for duty, shall be appointed by the Appointing Authority, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary that each candidate is suitable in all respects for such appointment. The candidates in the 
additional select list may be appointed in the posts, not exceeding the extent of unfilled vacancies in the main select list. 

(3) The inclusion of the name of the candidates in the main select list and the additional select list published 
under rule 7 shall not confer any right of appointment. 

9. Application of other rules,- The Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977, the Karnataka 
Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal ) Rules, 1957, the Karnataka Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1966 and all 
other rules for the time being in force regulating the recruitment and conditions of service of Government Servants made 
or deemed to have been made under the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) in so far as 
such rules are not inconsistent with the provisions of these rules shall be applicable to the selection made and to the 
persons appointed under these rules.

Whereas the draft of the Karnataka Lifts, Escalators and Passenger Conveyors Rules, 2014 which the 
Government of Karnataka proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 11, 14, 17 and 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Karnataka Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors Act, 2012 (Karnataka Act No.9 of 
2013) was published as required by sub section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, 2012 in Notification No. EN 36 EBS 2013, 
dated: 04.08.2014 in part IV-A of the Karnataka Gazette dated: 11 th September 2014 inviting objections and suggestions 
from all the persons likely to be affected thereby within fifteen days from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette 
and whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on 11 th September 2014. 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received by the state Government on the said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Karnataka Lifts, Escalators and Passenger 
conveyors Act, 2012 (Karnataka Act No. 9 of 2013), the Government of Karnataka hereby makes the following rules:-

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Lifts, Escalators and Passenger 
Conveyors Rules, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.- (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Act” means the Karnataka Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors Act, 2012 (Karnataka Act 9 of 

2013); 

(b) ''Annexure" means an Annexure appended to the these rules; 

(c) “Form” means a form appended to these rules; and 

(d) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(2) The words and expression used in these rules but not defined shall have the same meaning assigned to them 
in the Act. 

3. Permission to erect or install a Lift or Escalator or Passenger Conveyor.- (1) Every owner of a place 
intending to erect or install a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor shall make an application in case of a lift in Form- A1 
and in case of an escalator or passenger conveyor in Form-A2 to the officer authorized under sub section (2) of section 13 
of the Act, for obtaining permission for the installation of the lift or escalator or passenger conveyor. Every such 
application shall be accompanied by the following namely:- 

(i) computer print or blue print of drawing drawn to a scale of not less than 1:100 of the installation in 
quadruplicate duly signed by the applicant and the registered person. Drawing of Computer Print or Blue Print 
shall include following particulars, namely:- 

(A) In case of a lift:- 

(a) Location of the Lift with respect to the building; 

(b) General Layout of each Lift Installation; 

(c) Plan and sectional elevation of lift shaft, Lift machine room , and lift car; 

(d) Arrangement of doors; 

(e) Number of floors to be served and total travel; 

(f) Lift well enclosure; 

(g) Size and position of the equipments relating to the lift well; 

(h) position of hoisting machines; 

(i) Wiring diagram of lift well enclosure, machine room, control panel, and lift equipment with all wiring, 
light points and switches; and 

(j) Earthing scheme with size of earth leads, method of construction of earth electrodes, location of earth 
pits; 

(B) in case of an escalator or passenger conveyor:- 

(a) Location of the Escalator or Passenger conveyor; 

(b) General layout of Escalator or Passenger conveyor Installation; 

(c) Plan and Sectional elevation of Escalator or Passenger conveyor; 

(d) Angle of inclination of Escalator or Passenger conveyor with the horizontal; 

(e) Width of Escalator or Passenger conveyor; 

(f) Vertical rise of the Escalator or Passenger conveyor; 

(g) Arrangement of track and trusses or girders; 

(h) Size and Position of machine room with respect to the Escalator or Passenger conveyor; 

(i) Details of complete step treads and complete assemblies; 

(j) Wiring diagram of machine room, control panel, and the Escalator or Passenger conveyor equipment; 

(k) Position or location of main switches or power supply panel; and 

(h) Earthing scheme with size of earth leads, method of construction of earth electrodes, location of earth 
pits 

(ii) A copy of the building plan approved by the competent authority duly certified by a notary. 
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(iii) Copy of khata certificate along with latest tax paid receipt. 

(iv) In case of a company, memorandum of Association and Articles of association and in case of a partnership 
firm partnership deed along with tax paid details. In case of a partnership firm all the partners of the firm and in case of a 
registered company not less than two third of total number of Directors may resolve and issue an authorization letter to 
the authorized signatory to sign the application, completion report, etc. on behalf of the firm or company as the case may 
be. The Authorization letter shall be on one hundred rupees stamp paper. 

(v) An original Treasury challan or receipt for having remitted the fee as specified in Annexure 4. 

(vi) Declaration in Form-A3 from the registered person to whom the installation or erection work is entrusted. 

(2) The erection or installation permission granted shall be in Form-A4. 

4. License to use a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor. -(1) Every owner of a place who is permitted to 
erect a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor, after completion of the erection of such Lift or Escalator or Passenger 
conveyor shall make an application in Form-Bl for grant of license to use, to the officer authorized under sub section (2) of 
section 13 of the Act. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompanied by the following namely:- 

(i) Completion report of the Registered person in respect of Lift in Form-B2 and in respect of escalator and 

passenger conveyor in Form-B3; 

(ii) Original Treasury challan or receipt for having remitted the inspection fee as specified in Annexure 4; 

(iii) Copy of manufacturer test certificates for the following, namely:- 

(A) In case of Lifts:- 

(a) motor or machine. 

(b) over speed governor . 

(c) controller. 

(d) buffers. 

(e) door drive. 

(f) lift Car and Landing door fire rating. 

(g) main hoist and governor rope . 

(h) electrical travelling cable. 

(B) In case of Escalators or Passenger conveyors:- 

(a) motor and machine. 

(b) over speed governor. 

(c) controller. 

(3) The Authorized officer shall, after making such enquiry and inspection as may be necessary may forward the 
recommendation with his remarks to the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors in the Form -B4. 

(4) The Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors after considering the recommendation made 
by the authorized officer may grant license to use Lift in Form-B5 and for escalator or passenger conveyor in Form-B6 as 
the case may be subject to such terms and conditions as specified in rule 12. 

5. Renewal of license to use a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor. -(1) Every owner of a Lift or Escalator 
or Passenger conveyor shall make an application for renewal of license three months before the expiry of the license in 
Form-Cl along with the original license to the authorized officer along with test certificate of registered person in Form-C2 
for Lift and in Form-C3 for Escalator or passenger conveyor and an original Treasury Challan or Receipt for having 
remitted renewal fee as specified in annexure 4. 

(2) On receipt of application the Authorized officer shall, after making such enquiry and inspection as may be 
necessary may forward the recommendation with his remarks to the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger 
conveyors in the Form-B4 for renewal along with original license. 

(3) The Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors may renew the license for use of Lift in Form- 
B5 and for use of Escalators or Passenger conveyors in Form-B6, as the case may be, duly considering the 
recommendation specified in sub rule (2) above. 

(4) In the event of the holder of a license failing to renew the license before the date of its expiry in the said 
manner, the license shall become invalid and a fresh license shall have to be obtained. 
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6. Requirement for registration of manufacturer or maker or other person.- (1) Any manufacturer or maker 
or other Person who intends to either erect or install or carryout periodical testing and maintenance of Lifts or Escalators 
or Passenger conveyors, shall register himself with the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors by 
making an application in Form-Dl along with the Registration fee as specified in Annexure 4. 

(2) Every application for registration in Form-Dl shall be accompanied by the following, namely: - 

(i) Proof of address of business premises i.e., copy of rental or lease agreement or khata certificate and 
latest tax paid receipt or an affidavit sworn before the Notary; 

(ii) Communication Proof (Telephone bill); 

(i i i) Product Catalogue of the company; 

(iv) List of equipments and Critical spares Maintained, as listed in Annexure-2; 

(v) List of erection tools as listed in Annexure-3; and 

(vi) Trade license for the premises issued by the Local Authority. 

(3) In addition to the above the person seeking registration shall furnish any other relevant testimonials or 
documents when sought by the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and passenger conveyors. 

(4) On receipt of such application the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors after 
conducting such enquiry and inspection as may be necessary may require the applicant to furnish such information as 
required under rule 8 and after satisfying the conditions specified therein, may either register or refuse to register for the 
reasons to be recorded in writing. 

(5) The Registration initially granted under this rule shall be in Form-D2 and valid for a period of one year from 
the date of grant by the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. 

(6) An applicant whose registration previously had been cancelled on grounds of malpractice shall be disqualified 
for registration. 

7. Requirement for renewal of Registration for manufacturer or maker or other person.- (1) Registered 
person under rule 6 shall apply for renewal of the same in Form-D3 within two months before the expiry of registration 
along with the renewal of Registration fee as specified in Annexure 4 to the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and 
passenger conveyors. 

Provided that, applications may be submitted less than two months before the date of expiry of the registration, 
with a penal fee specified in the Annexure 4. 


(2) Every application for renewal of registration shall be accompanied by the following documents, namely:- 

(a) list of erection and maintenance team or staff along with supporting documents for having fulfilled 
conditions mentioned in rule 8 and 9; 


(b) 


a copy of the valid Electrical Contractor License in his possession, and also Supervisor and Wiremen 
Permits endorsed to his own license; 


(c) 


An original Treasury challan or receipt for having remitted the renewal of registration fee as specified in 
the Annexure 4; 


(3) On receipt of such application the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors after 
conducting such enquiry, inspection and requiring the applicant to furnish such information as may be necessary may 
renew the registration for a further period of three years in Form "D2" subject to terms and conditions specified in rules 8, 
9 and 10 or refuse to renew the registration for the reasons to be recorded in writing. 

8. Conditions for Registration.- Any person including manufacturer or maker or other person of Lift or 
Escalator or Passenger conveyor intending to erect or undertake maintenance shall fulfill the following requirements, 
namely:- 

(a) The applicant must have attained the age of 21 years as on the date of receiving application and has 
passed tenth standard examination. In the case of a company the Managing Director, the Manager 
incharge or in case of partnership firm, Manager or Managing Partner shall satisfy the above conditions. 

(b) The applicant shall satisfy the requirement of the State Emblem of India (Prohibition of Improper Use) 
Act, 2005 (Central Act 50 of 2005) as far as the name of the firm or company. 

(c) The applicant shall not utilize the existing or similar trade names or seek company or firm names which 
are already registered. 

(d) If the registration is sought for a partnership firm, the firm must have registered with the Registrar of 
Firms or if the registration is sought for a registered company the same must have registered with the 
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Registrar of Companies and a copy of Memorandum and Articles of association approved by the Registrar 
of Companies shall be accompanied with application. In case of a partnership firm all the partners of the 
firm and in case of a registered company not less than two third of total number of Directors must resolve 
and issue an authorization letter to the authorized signatory to sign the application, completion report, 
etc. on behalf of the firm or company as the case may be. The Authorization letter shall be on one 
hundred rupees stamp paper. 

(e) The applicant shall have an exclusive business premises to carry out business incidental to grant of 
registration and shall be easily accessible and located within territory of the State of Karnataka duly 
licensed for that purpose. 

(f) The applicant shall furnish the bank guarantee certificate to an extent of five lakhs rupees from 
nationalized bank duly addressed to the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. 

(g) The person seeking registration shall have the following minimum qualified staff on regular employment, 
namely: - 

(i) At least one person with Bachelor of Engineering Degree or Diploma in Mechanical Engineering or 
Equivalent qualification which is recognized as equivalent by the Directorate of Technical 
Education, Government of Karnataka with two or four years of experience respectively in erection of 
lifts or escalators or Passenger conveyors. 

(ii) At least one person with Bachelor of Engineering Degree or Diploma in Electrical Engineering or 
equivalent qualification from a University or Institution which is recognized by the Directorate of 
Technical Education, Government of Karnataka with two or four years experience respectively in 
erection of lifts or escalators or Passenger conveyors. The Electrical Engineering degree or diploma 
holder shall have valid "Grade-I" “Electrical Supervisor (General) permit” issued under the 
Karnataka (Licensing of Electrical Contractors, Special wiring permit and grant of certificates 
and permits to Electrical Supervisors and Wiremen) Rules 2012. 

(iii) Three number of Technicians with qualification of Industrial Training Institute (ITI) or its 
equivalent, (one with Electrician Trade, one with Fitter Trade and another one with Electronic 
Mechanic or Instrumentation Mechanic Trade OR one with certificate course in Lift or Elevator 
technology or equivalent recognized from an Institution by the Directorate of employment and 
Training, Government of Karnataka, Bangalore) for erection purpose. The technician in Electrician 
Trade shall have valid “Grade-I” “Wiremen Permit” issued under the Karnataka (Licensing of 
Electrical Contractors, Special wiring permit and grant of certificates and permits to Electrical 
Supervisors and Wiremen) Rules 2012. 

(iv) For maintenance wing.- One Maintenance team of three technicians for Maintenance of every fifty 
lifts or escalator or passenger conveyor in a calendar year (one with Electrician Trade, one with 
Fitter Trade and another one with Electronic Mechanic or Instrumentation Mechanic Trade OR one 
with certificate course in Lift or Elevator technology or equivalent from the Institution recognized by 
the Directorate of employment and Training, Government of Karnataka). The technician in 
Electrician Trade shall have valid “Grade-I” “Wiremen Permit” issued under the Karnataka 
(Licensing of Electrical Contractors, Special wiring permit and grant of certificates and permits to 
Electrical Supervisors and Wiremen) Rules 2012. 

(v) For service station wing.- A responsible person shall be available round the clock in the service 
station or Office for responding to complaints. 

Provided that in case of a Registered person for the purpose of only maintenance of lift, escalator 
and or passenger conveyor shall have the minimum staff referred in sub- clause (iv) and (v) with one 
engineer specified in clause (i) or (ii). 

(h) The Person seeking registration shall posses Electrical Contractor License not below CLASS II. 

(i) The person seeking registration shall have a workshop or logistic centre in his own possession or on rent 
or lease basis within the state of Karnataka with independent facility and telephone and such workshop 
or logistic centre shall be equipped with the following minimum machineries and testing instruments 
either stationary or portable, namely: - 

(i) Lathe machine; 

(ii) Drill machine of minimum 16 mm capacity; 

(iii) Hammer drilling machine of 24 mm; 

(iv) Welding machine of 5 kVA or above; 
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bending machine with 5 H.P or above; 

(vi) cut-off machine (power operated); 

(vii) Chain pulley block of 3 tonne capacity; 

(viii) Clip on meter (tong testerjfor measurement of voltage, current etc; 

(ix) Tachometer; 

(x) Rope tension gauge; 

(xi) Tests weight for over balancing and static balancing; 

(xii) Physical measurement tool (PMT) for measuring speed, auxiliary jerk, distance travelled, vibration 
(where the testing of lifts with speed exceeds more than 1.5 mps); 

(xiii) Decibels meter to measure the noise level; 

(xiv) Crimping tool; and 

(xv) Torque wrench for testing of bolts and nuts; 

Provided, that in case of a person seeking registration having his own manufacturing unit 
within the state of Karnataka, he shall not be required to have a separate workshop but he shall be 
required to have the minimum machineries and instruments as mentioned above. 

(j) The person seeking registration shall have necessary tools, safety gadgets, and headgears as listed in 
Annexure-1 for entire staff engaged in the work of erection and maintenance. 

(k) The person seeking registration shall have suitable independent vehicles in his possession for 
transportation of materials: 

Provided that when the number of lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors under maintenance in 
a city or town other than the city where the main office is situated exceeds fifty, additional service 
station shall be established in such city or town having facilities as required. 

(l) The person seeking registration shall posses a copy of Act and these rules and the relevant code of 
practices prescribed by the Bureau of Indian Standards or International Electro Technical Commission 
Standards for installation and maintenance of Lifts or Escalators or Passenger Conveyors. 

9. Registered person to abide by the Conditions.- (1) The Registered person shall execute an agreement with 
the owner of lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors in Form-El. 

(2) The Registered person shall intimate the date of commencement of work of installation or erection or addition 
or alteration to any lifts or escalators or passenger conveyor in Form-E2 to the jurisdictional Inspector of Lifts, Escalators 
and passenger conveyors or his authorized officer. 

(3) The Registered person shall display a bill board at the entrance of the installation in the Form-E3 containing 
the name of registered firm, name of registered person, name of the supervising engineer, names of the technicians and 
apprentice technicians with their license or permit number with validity, and details of installation or erection, addition or 
alteration work undertaken. 

(4) The Registered person shall maintain the registers showing the details of,- 

(i) Supervising engineer, technicians, and apprentices working for him in Form-E4; 

(ii) Attendance register of employees in Form-E5; 

(iii) Work allocation register in Form-E6; 

(iv) Materials issue register in Form-E7; 

(v) Number of Lifts, Escalators or Passenger conveyors for which erection permission is obtained in Form- 
E8; 

(vi) Number of Lifts, Escalators or Passenger conveyors approvals for use obtained in Form-E9; and 

(vii) Number of Lifts, Escalators, Passenger conveyors for which maintenance contract is obtained in Form- 
E10. 

(5) The Registered person shall maintain reports for tests conducted in Form-C2 and 
Form-C3 on all Lifts or Escalators or Passenger conveyors maintained by him. 

(6) The Registered person shall conduct at least two awareness programme in a financial year to educate Children 
and adults about the risks, and safe way to use Lifts or Escalators or Passenger conveyors. These awareness programmes 
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shall be conducted in schools and residential housing complexes, apartments, malls, commercial and office complexes 
etc., in which they have maintenance contract. 

(7) The Registered person shall train and issue Training certificate to eligible persons in Form-F to operate every 
lifts or escalators or passenger conveyors installed by him. 

(8) Any accident in the operation of any Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor maintained by any registered 
person, results or is likely to have resulted in loss of human life or injury to any person, he shall inform the concerned 
authorities for investigation within twenty four hours of the occurrence of the accident over telephone and shall furnish 
the report of detailed causes leading to the accident, within forty eight hours, to the authorized officer or Inspector of Lifts, 
Escalators and Passenger conveyor. 

10. Conditions for renewal of registration of a registered person.- The Registered person intending to renew 
their Registration for erection or maintenance of Lift or Escalator or Passenger Conveyor in the State shall fulfill the 
following conditions, namely: - 

the Company shall possess a copy of the Act and these rules and the relevant code of practices 
prescribed by the Bureau of Indian Standards for installation and maintenance of Lifts, Escalators and 
Passenger conveyors; 

shall produce proof for having conducted at least two safety awareness programme on safe usage of 
Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors in a financial year; 

shall produce proof for having trained and issued Training certificate in Form-F to operate every lifts or 
escalators or passenger conveyors installed by him; and 

shall fulfill conditions specified in rule 8 and 9. 

11. Issue of duplicate copy of registration and re-grant of registration.- (1) Application for issue of duplicate 
registration shall be made alongwith the affidavit as in Form-‘G’ and an original Treasury challan or receipt for having paid 
the fee specified in the Annexure 4. 

(2) Application for re-grant of registration shall be in form D1 in case of lapsed registration alongwith the affidavit 
as in Form-H and an original Treasury challan or receipt for having paid the fee as specified in the Annexure 4. 

12. Terms on which Lifts or Escalators or Passenger conveyor are to be installed and operated or used.- (1) 

Every Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor shall be installed and operated or used as per the requirements specified in 
the relevant code of practices prescribed by the Bureau of Indian standard, Electricity Act, 2003 (Central Act 36 of 2003) 
and any rules or Regulations made there under including National Electrical Code, National Building Code or 
specifications of International Electro-Technical Commission. 

(2) All apparatus and components of Lifts or Escalator or Passenger conveyors shall be of sufficient ratings and of 
sufficient mechanical strength for the duty which they may be required to perform under the environmental conditions of 
installation and shall be constructed, installed, protected, worked and maintained to ensure safety of human beings and 
property. 

(3) Separate Electrical Connection.- (i) A separate electrical connection or a separate independent circuit, as the 
case may be, shall be provided exclusively for the use of Lift or Escalator or passenger conveyor. 

(ii) Except for the purpose of tests, supply of electricity shall not be arranged under sub section (6) of section 4 to 
any Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor without obtaining the license from the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and 
passenger conveyors. 

(4) (i) Every owner of a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor shall enter into a contract agreement with the 
registered person for the satisfactory maintenance of Lifts or Escalators or Passenger conveyors and shall get his Lift or 
Escalator or Passenger conveyor tested in the manner specified in Codes and specifications of Bureau of Indian Standards 
or International Electro-Technical commission as per sub section (3) of section 14 of the Act at least once in every three 
months 

(ii) Every owner of lift, or escalator or passenger conveyor shall cause to maintain in a register containing such 
particulars as specified in form HI and he shall ensure that the following minimum work is carried out and the results 
entered in the log book through registered person:- 

1. In respect of lifts, namely:- 

(a) Cleaning and lubricating the guides; 

(b) Examining the ropes and their attachments; 

(c) Examining the safety devices; 

(d) Examining and lubricating the door locks;

(e) Lubricating all moving parts; 

(f) Examining all electrical connections including lighting, plug point and earthing; and 

(g) Such other works as the case may be necessary. 

II. In respect of Escalators and Passenger conveyors, namely:- 

(a) Cleaning of Escalators and Passenger conveyors pit; 

(b) Cleaning and lubricating all moving parts; 

(c) Examining balustrade and their attachments; 

(d) Examining the safety devices; 

(e) Examining and lubricating all the parts of machinery which require lubrication; 

(f) Examining the worm and the gear, the track trusses and the step treads and landings; 

(g) Examining all electrical wiring controlling devices and earthing of the entire machineries with 

controlling switches; and 

(h) Such other works as the case may be necessary. 

(iii) Further, every owner of lift, or escalator or passenger conveyor shall obtain from the registered person annual 
testing and maintenance report in Form-C2 or Form-C3, as the case may be, and submit a copy of it to the authorized 
officer or Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. 

(5) (i) In every building, except residential building having height exceeding 15 mtrs, lifts shall be operated by 
trained lift operator appointed by the owner of the lift and such operator shall be on duty for the whole period during 
which the lift is put into use. 

(ii) Every Lift operator must have attained the age of eighteen years and is conversant with the proper 
operation of the lift as well as rescue operation in case of emergency. The operator shall possess Training certificate issued 
from any of the registered person to operate the lift. The Training certificate shall be in Form-F. Copy of the same shall be 
forwarded to the Inspector of Lifts, Escalators, and Passenger conveyors. 

(6) Every owner of a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor shall not operate or cause the Lift or Escalator or 
Passenger conveyor to be operated which is not in safe working condition. In case of any malfunction, owner or his agent 
shall bring it to the notice of the registered person to whom the lift or escalator or passenger conveyor maintenance work is 
entrusted. 


(7) No person other than registered person shall willfully interfere with any mechanism of the Lift or Escalator or 
Passenger conveyor installation. 

(8) Every registered person entrusted with the work of maintenance of Lift or Escalator or passenger conveyor and 
its installation by the owner under sub-section (1) of section 15 of the Act shall satisfy himself that all the safety devices 
are functioning properly while the Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor is in use and report to such owner or his agent, 
any defect noticed in the installation. 

(9) Whenever the Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor is under maintenance, the owner or his agent shall 
ensure that a Caution Board is displayed near the landing doors at every floor in case of Lift and in conspicuous position 
in case of Escalator and Passenger conveyor. 

(10) The owner of the Lift or Escalator or passenger conveyor shall arrange to display the following in the Lift car 
and in conspicuous position in case of escalators and passenger conveyors. 


(i) Do’s and Don’ts-safety instructions for users; 

(ii) Name and phone numbers of the persons to be contacted in case of emergency;and 

(iii) A Load plate indicating rated load of the lift (The rated load shall be given in terms of persons 
and kilograms). 


13. Right to enter any building for inspection of Lift or Escalator or passenger conveyors and its 
installations.- (1) The notice to be given under sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Act shall be in Form-I. 


(2) The order to be issued under sub-section (2) of section 9 of the Act shall be in Form-J. 


14. Report of Accidents.- A report of any accident in the operation of any lift or escalator or passenger conveyor 
shall be informed by the owner or his agent to all the concerned authorities for investigation within twenty four hours of 
the occurrence of the accident over telephone and shall also send a detailed report within forty eight hours in Form K 
along with report of registered person as required under sub-section (1) of section 11. 
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15. Additions and alterations to the Existing Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor.- (1) In case of 
additions or alterations, every owner of a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor shall obtain approval from the 
authorized officer after filing an application in Form-Al for lifts and in Form-A2 for escalator or passenger conveyor along 
with a fee specified in Annexure 4. 

(2) On receipt of request the authorized officer shall after enquiry or inspection as may be necessary may grant 
permission. 

16. Unused Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyors. -When a Lift or Escalator or Passenger conveyor installed 
at any place ceases to be used as such, the owner shall either remove it after obtaining dismantling permission from the 
Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors or maintain it in a safe mechanical condition after disconnecting it 
entirely from the electric supply under intimation to the Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors and to the 
Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. All gates and doors shall be effectively locked so as to 
prevent the entry of unauthorized persons to the lift well. 

17. Periodical Inspection of Lifts or Escalators or Passenger Conveyors installations.-! 1) Every such Lift or 
Escalators or Passenger Conveyor which is in use shall be periodically inspected once in a year by authorized officer or 
Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. 

(2) The fee for such inspection of Lifts or Escalators or Passenger conveyors shall be as specified in the Annexure- 
4. 


(3) In the event of failure of any consumer to pay the fees or failure of the owner of any lift or escalator or 
passenger conveyor installation to rectify the defects in his installation pointed out by the authorized officer or Inspector of 
Lifts, Escalators and Passenger Conveyors within the time specified in the notice, supply to such of the installation shall 
be liable to be disconnected under the direction of the authorized officer or Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger 
Conveyors. Such disconnection, however, shall not be made by the supplier without giving to the consumer seven clear 
days notice in writing of his intention to do so. 

18. Transfer of license and issue of duplicate copy thereof.-(l) The transfer of license may be allowed to the 
applicant on an application along with title deed, encumbrance certificate and Khata Certificate to the Chief Inspector of 
Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors along with the payment of fee as specified in the Annexure 4. 

(2) A duplicate copy of license may be issued on an application made for the purpose to the Chief Inspector of 
Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors along with the payment of fee as specified in an Annexure 4. Necessary 
documents may be furnished as may be required by the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors. 

19. Cancellation or Suspension of Registration for Violation of terms and conditions.- (1) Whenever it 
appears to the Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors that, any registered person,-. 

(a) has violated any of the terms and conditions of the registration; 

(b) has misrepresented to any authority, organization or to any person with regard to registration, erection and 
maintenance of lifts, escalators, and passenger conveyors either before or after obtaining the registration; 

(c) has misbehaved with any officers or officials, or has been convicted by the court of law or black listed by 
any Government undertaking in relation to installation and maintenance of Lifts or Escalators or passenger 
conveyors, 

(d) has played fraud or misrepresented for obtaining Registration; 

(e) is declared bankrupt, or insolvent by the appropriate authority or wound up dissolved, or portioned, 

the registration can be suspended, for a maximum period of ninety days or up to the validity of registration 
whichever is earlier. 

(2) The Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger conveyors may order for an enquiry, on violation of terms 
and conditions by the owner of lifts, escalator or passenger conveyors. Based on the enquiry report he may cancel the 
registration or revoke the suspension of registration if he thinks fit. 

Provided, no registration shall be cancelled, without giving the registered person an opportunity of being heard. 

(3) If the registration is suspended or cancelled, such person shall not carry out any work until the suspension or 
cancellation is revoked by a separate order by the appellate authority. 

20. Appeals.- (1) The aggrieved person by an order of Chief Inspector of Lifts, Escalators and Passenger Conveyors 
shall make a representation to the Government, enclosing the copy of the order within thirty days from the date of receipt 
of the order. The Appeal under sub section (3) of section 17 shall be in Form-L. After due enquiry the Government may 
pass appropriate order as it thinks fit. 

(2) Fees for appeal as specified in the Annexure 4 shall be paid along with such application. 
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21. Electronic mode of application/Registration/license/ permission.- The State Government may adopt 
electronic mode of making application and issue of license or permission or registration or submitting periodical reports, 
etc through electronic mode from such date as may be notified by it. 

22. Repeal and savings.- (1) The Karnataka Lift Rules, 1976 are hereby repealed. 

Provided that such repeal shall not affect the previous operation of the said rules or anything done or any action 
taken thereon and the proceedings under said rules pending at the commencement of these rules shall be continued and 
disposed of, in accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

Provided further that subject to the preceding provision anything done or any action taken under said rules shall 
be deemed to have been done or taken under the corresponding provisions of these rules and shall continue to be in force 
accordingly unless and until superseded by anything done or any action taken under the Act or these rules as the case 
may be. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub rule (1),- 

(a) every holder of license to use lift or escalator or passenger conveyor may continue to use till the expiry of 
one year or completion of ten years from the date of its grant whichever is later; 

(b) every holder of license to use lift or escalator or passenger conveyor on the date of commencement of these rules 

may continue to use with existing maintenance contract till the expiry of such contract or till the completion of 

one year from the date of commencement of these rules, whichever is earlier.
